dle. Sherman subsists on the country 
through which he marches, which 
abound in stores. Great excitement 
is reported at Montgomery. , Scouts 
also report a heavy attack progressing 
on the forts at Mobile.

Most distressing stories are brought 
in by deserters as to the condition of 
Longstreet’s forces, who are reported 
as nearly naked, and frightfully worn 
down by exposares of the winter cam- 
paign ; men are naked who do not 
compose his rank and file. 

Sherman’s Obiect. 

Cinctnnatt. A general officer wha} 
arrived here yesterday, states that the 
vbject of Gen. Sherman’s expedition is 
not an attack on Mobile, but the cap- 
ture of Selma, which is a most impor- 
tant manufacturing point for cannon 
and small arms for the Confederacy. 
He also designs to destroy all railroad 
communication with Mobile and the 
navigable by waters by which sup- 
plies and reinforcements can be for- 
warded to it. After the capture of 
Selma, Sherman’s movements are dis- 
cretionary, and as he cannot procure 
forage sufficient to maintain himself 
while besieging Mobile, it is scarcely 
probable that he will make any real 
demonstration against the city.

The Times says: The Fulton from 
Port Royal Wednesday last, arrived 
here at a late hour last night, bring- 
ing information of asad reverse to 
our Florida expedition. We are un- 
able te give the details, because after 
the Fulton put out into the bay she 
was boarded by the Provost Marshal 
with orders from Gen. Gillmore to de- 
prive passengers of ail private letters 
in their possession. To passengers by 
the Fulton we are indebted for the fol- 
lowing main facts : 

A battle came off on the afternoon 


the 20th. Our troops under Sey- 


mour met the enemy fifteen thonsaad 
strong, fifteen miles beyond Jackson- 
vill, and eight miles beyond Sander- 
son, on the line of the Jacksonville 
and Tallahasse Railroad. The batile 
was desperately fought during three 
hours, at sun set our forces were over- 


powered by numbers and retired to 


Sanderson, taking with them the great- 
er part of their wounded. Col. Fri- 
bey, 8th U. S., left dead on the field ; 
Col. Reed, a Hungarian officer, mortal- 
ly wounded ; all the officers of Hamil- 
ton’s battery wounded. 


The Cosmopolitan arrived from 
Beaufort, on Monday evening, with 
240 wounded ; Colonel Reed is among 
them and was still alive when the 
Fulton left on Wednesday. The 
enemy’s loss is not known ; they cap- 
tured five guns. It is supposed the 
troops were from Bragg’s army. Har- 
dee was on the field, having came to 
Florida on a visit to his family, and 
also to crownamarriage. Our loss is 
variously estimated at from five to 
thirteen hundred.

-When we announce, as we now do, on first 


rate authority; that wifhin the last two weeks 
a Municipal election bas been beld, at which 
our city fathers and all the balance of the 
officials were “chosen” we think we are giving 
the city folks more news than has been con- 
tained in the telegraphic dispatches for sever- 
al days. We mnst confess it was news to us 
and we try to Keep a pretty sharp look out 
for passing events. We never once dreamed, 
while searching the town through for a stray 
item of news, that on one of the bright days 
within a fortnight past,.an important election 
had come and gone, and the destinies of the 
city committed to the hands of the “elect of 
the people” for a whole year. Yet so it was. 
The canvass was progressing right under our 
nose and we didn't even smell a mice. Some- 
body was nominated for Mayor, and Alder- 
man, and Constable, etc, by somebody—tbe 
polls were open somewhere on some day— 
some ballots (we Suppose) were cast for some- 
body by some other body, all equally un- 
known, and that somebody. or those some- 
bodies were declared by some other somebody 
as duly elected by the ‘free suffrages of a free 
people’ and so the thing was all over-—done 
in a most respectable manner and just as easy 
as rolling off a slippery log on a slippery 
bank. The firsts we beard of the event was 
when, a day or two ago, one of our oldest 
and most respected citizens hailed us in the 
street and scored us roundly for not letting 
the voters know that an election for city 
officers was coming off. He said he had vowed 
a yow to vote against one man who had been 
elected. but he had just learned that the elec- 
tion had been held a couple of weeks ago, and 
he bad not cast his vote. Our-only defence 
was, that if he an old resident and legal voter 
and withal as intelligent and wide awake a 
Saint as any in the Church, couldo’t find out 
when e¢iection came round, how the deuce 
could we? 
We have made inquiry as to when. where. 
and by whom the polls. were. held. who was 
elected, and who now governs in Jsrael. but 
tus far without avail. We much doubt if a 
kcore of men in the city knew anything about 
the clection at all, and we would give a smal! 
greenhack or several copies of the Vedettle if 
avybody would tell us bow many votes were 
cast, on that “memorable day.” We suppose 
the old city officers were re-elected for (be 
ensuirg year. if anybody voted, and of course 
the candidates at least: did vote, and knew of 
the election; bat bow the dence the thing 
could be managed so quietly, or rather bow ii 
should bappen that somebody didn’t bea 
soinetbing about it, is the mystery to us, In 
most countries there is usually some public 
unnouncement of an eleetion, but here there 
was none. Perbaps it’s the best way after all 
It saves a workl of tronble. It prevents all 
opposition, which sometimes degenerates into 
purty or personal rancor. It renders unneces- 
sary a good deal of whisky drinking. It saves 
rows at the polls, and blacked eyes and 
broken pates the next day. It. does away 
with canvassing and public meetings, and

| which left here- three wetks since, Te- 
turnéd, ‘From an officer we have’ the 
following particulars: On the 18th, 
the ¢xpedition reached Okolona ; on 
the 19th marched to Egypt station, on 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad, where 
they captured and destroyed a large 
quantity of Confederate corn ; ; thence 
tu. Prerie, where they destroyed a 
hundred thousand bushels of corn, a 
jarge lot of Confederate cotton, Con- 
siderable skirmishing occurred near 
this place on the 20th. Our advance 
skirmished heavily with the enemy 
until 3 o’clock in the afternoon, when 


our column halted within a mile of 


West Point. On the twenty-first 
we moved West and found Forrest, 
Lee and Chalmers ready to combine 
against us and attempted to cut our 
column in two, but without success. 
Very heavy fighting occurred both 
in the advance‘and rear ; two to three 
thousand. rebels on each flank ; our 
rear were constantly charging ; we 
lost three 4-pounder steel guns, which 
were spiked before being captured ; 
all the ammunition was saved. Smith 
now ‘ell back, ambushing the rebels 
as they advanced. Rebel luss quite 
heavy. Smith burned every trestle on 
the Mobile and Ohio Railruad and de- 
stroyed several miles of track and a 
large amount of corn as he fell back ;

marched fifty-two miles. Gen. Smith 
reached Mempis at eleven o’clock in 
the evening. Most of the expedition 
that stopped at Collierville, estimated 
that the expedition destroyed overene 
million bushels of corn, tore ‘wp and 
destroyed a number of miles of the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad, burned 
many bridges and trestles, dnd brought 
in fifteen hundred horses, mules, two 
thousand negrves, and three hundred 
prisoners. The expedition was  suc- 
cessful at every point ‘excépt an im- 
portant one, that of forming a junc- 


tion with Sherman, which is attribu- 
table mainly to the slow movements 
of New Jersey and Pennsylvania cav- 
alry regiments, Causing delay of one 
week startin.
